WORK has started on £150,000 improvements to 
Oswestry’s Park Hall Showground, the home of the annual 
Oswestry Show. 

The showground’s 50-year-old grandstand is being replaced with a modern sta¬ 
dium styled covered which the show chairman said should attract more events 
to the town. 


Other work includes re-roofing the pavilion, building a new office at the showground 
headquarters and re-surfacing some roadways on the 37-acre site. 


The chairman, Mr Phil Jones, said the grandstand would be ready for this year’s show 
on August 4 and praised contractors for working around the bad weather. 

“With the new, cantilever roof, there will

Body found 
in waterfall 
is identified 


POLICE have identified a man’s body found 
in a waterfall at Lake Vyrnwy after an 
appeal for information stretching across the 
world. 

Dyfed-Powys Police have been able to con¬ 
firm the identity of the man, who was found 
in Rhiwagor Waterfalls on May 23, after 
three members of the public named the 
same person and matching DNA was discov¬ 
ered. 

It came after appeals for information 
were made across Britain and Europe and 
stretching to the southern hemisphere. 

But the man’s name will not be made pub¬ 
lic until his next of kin have been traced and 
told of his death, police have confirmed. 

Detective Inspector Diane Davies of 
Dyfed-Powys Police said: “The deceased was 
living in Powys before his death but there 
had been no reports of concern for his safety. 

“Following local, national and interna¬ 
tional appeals to identify the deceased, 
three separate reports were received from 
members of the public who all named the 
same person. His identity has been con¬ 
firmed through DNA.” 

Officers had released images of clothing 
found on the body as well as a money pouch. 

The man was described as white, aged 
approximately 60 years. He was 5ft llins, 
weighed 94kg and had gingerish hair. 


He said: “The grandstand was on our 
farm and used for the Oswestry show every 
year until it moved to our current ground at 
Park Hall in the 1980s.

We have a lot of young blood including 
members of the Young Farmers’ Club and 
that helps to make the show the success that 
it is,” he said. 

Mr Jones stressed that as much of the 
structure as possible would be salvaged and 
re-used. 

Improvements at the showground were 
praised by Oswestry Show’s main sponsor, 
Nigel Williams, from Vauxhall dealership, 
Arthurs. 

Funding for the improvements has 
included a grant from Shropshire Council’s 
Market Towns Revitalisation Programme.

A PETROL station in the centre of Oswestry which is due to be demol¬ 
ished and rebuilt could be open by the end of next month. 

Supermarket Morrisons originally wanted to revamp the former BP garage in Beatrice 
Street next to its town store. But bosses instead decided to knock it down and replace it 
with an entirely new fuel station. 

Oswestry was left with only one petrol station in the town centre after the former BP 
garage closed. 

Now planning permission has been granted for the Beatrice Street development by

Rotary club 
in £36,000 
charity boost 

GOOD causes in the Oswestry area and 
beyond are being helped to the tune of

Another first from the supermarket in 
Morrisons was when the company paid out 
more than £200,000 to change the colour of 
its roof and make it environmentally 
friendly. 

The store in Station Road, changed its 
roof from red to green. It is hoped the new 
roof will last up to 20 years. 

Mr Cromie said at the time that it was one 
of the first supermarkets to have that type of 
roof in Oswestry.

BT pledge to 
relocate box 

A BT green box which was installed in the 
wrong place in Oswestry town centre will be 
moved after complaints. 

BT is installing superfast broadband in 
the area and as part of its work put the box 
in Festival Square, a conservation area. 

Town officials wrote to the phone com¬ 
pany after receiving complaints about the 
siting of the box. 

They said they thought plans were for it 
to be placed opposite the near-by Nat West 
Bank, in Church Street. 

David Preston, clerk to the town council, 
wrote to BT and Shropshire Council’s plan¬ 
ning department to get it moved. 

At the time he said: “It was considered to 
be unsightly and not in keeping with the 
conservation area.” 

He also said it had a ‘detrimental impact’ 
on Festival Square and the conservation 
area. 

Now he has revealed BT had agreed to 
move the box. 


Sergeant Barnes said: “If youngsters say 
they know where people can get the drug, 
we urge them to use the Crimestoppers 
number, 0800 555111. We need the commu¬ 
nity’s support.” 

On June 1 police carried out search war¬ 
rants on two properties in Oswestry as part 
of an ongoing operation to clamp down on 
the use on the drug in the town. Investiga¬ 
tions following the raids are still ongoing, it 
was confirmed. 

During the LJC meeting, Shropshire 
councillor, Joyce Barrow, said: “The police 
have been making inroads into combatting 
GHB. The Shropshire drug and alcohol 
abuse team is also working with the health 
services and this had had a positive result 
for people on drugs and in rehabilitation.” 

Councillor Barrow said she was disap¬ 
pointed that media reports on a proposal to 
allow rehabilitated drug users access to free 
gym and swimming in Shropshire had led to 
a backlash and a decision not to go ahead 
with the idea. “Those involved would really 
have benefited,” she said. 

During the discussions with police at the 
LJC there was praise for two long service 
Oswestry based officers who have recently 
retired, Inspector Jim Stafford and Ser¬ 
geant Andy Pugh. 

Sergeant Barnes said the retirements had 
not led to a drop in police numbers although 
he said Oswestry had lost the experience 
and the long hours the officers had put in.

Speed trap 
helps slow 
down cars 
in village 

THE introduction of a speed 
camera on the main road 
through Gobowen has 
brought about a fall in the 
speed of traffic, new data has 
revealed. 

But the mobile camera 
will continue to be used for 
at least another three 
months in St Martins Road 
because road safety bosses 
believe they can bring 
motorists’ speeds down even 
further. 

The camera was intro¬ 
duced in October after com¬ 
plaints from residents that 
motorists were driving too 
fast on the road, which runs 
past the village’s playing 
fields and near its primary 
school. 

A survey was conducted 
by the West Mercia Safer 
Roads Partnership to assess 
the problem. 

The data collected indi¬ 
cated that 46 per cent of 
drivers exceeded the speed 
limit and 15 per cent of vehi¬ 
cles travelled above 
38.4mph. 

The safer roads partner¬ 
ship revealed that the cam¬ 
era’s introduction had 
brought speeds down but 
said it wanted to do more to 
bring the speeds down fur¬ 
ther. 

“The data shows speed 
has come down since the 
camera came to Gobowen. 
But we still feel we can bring 
the speeds down further so 
will be continuing to come to 
Gobowen,” it said.

CAN EMPLOYER MAKE ME WORK ON SUNDAYS DURING THE OLYMPIC GAMES? 

Q: I have heard that when the Olympic Games are on shops will be able to open for longer on Sundays. I work in a large supermarket and I also 
occasionally work on Sundays. Now I am worried that my employer will decide to take advantage of the extra opening hours and will try to make me 
work every Sunday when the Olympic Games are on. Can he do this? 

A: Under current legislation large shops (i.e. shops over 280 square metres) in Wales and England are restricted to six hours’ continuous trading 
between 10am and 6pm on Sundays and cannot open on Easter Sunday. These laws will be suspended during the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
and will cover eight consecutive Sundays from 22 July to 9 September 2012. 

As you work in a shop you do however have special rights. This means that you can opt out of working on a Sunday if you so choose. If you wish to 
opt out you must give your employer written notice that you want to stop working on Sundays. If you give notice between now and 9 July 2012, then 
you only need to give two months notice (or one month if your employer did not give you a notice telling you about your right to opt out within two 
months of you starting working for them). You will need to sign and date the notice. You should not worry about opting out as your employer will not 
be able to treat you unfavourably or dismiss you for refusing to work on Sundays under this right. 

Employment law is complex and it is also one of the fastest changing areas of law. It is therefore always advisat 
take legal advice to clarify your position.

UK should control its fisheries 


PROTESTORS from Greenpeace 
chained themselves to fishing buoys in 
Luxembourg to protest about talks 
over the future of the Common Fish¬ 
eries Policy. 

I have received well over a thousand 
letters expressing concern about the 
destruction of UK stocks as a result of 
over-fishing by EU vessels. There are 
almost 500 boats working in Welsh 
waters, the majority of which land fish 
in Spain. The carving up of oceans 
between 27 member states, landlocked 


or otherwise, has left our waters 
dredged of fish. 

In fact 75 per cent of the Welsh coast¬ 
line has some sort of protected status. 

As the UK handed regulation of the 
industry to the EU decades ago, it’s 
now controlled by the unelected Euro¬ 
pean Commission, with little even 
MEPs can do. 

People from across the political spec¬ 
trum including charities like the WWF 
say the new policy brushes issues 
under the carpet. Fisheries policy sim¬ 


ply cannot work. The UK should con¬ 
trol and fish her own waters, other 
member states should protect and 
profit from theirs. 

This will return £2.5 billion a year to 
the UK economy and allow us to estab¬ 
lish moveable ‘No Take Zones’ allow¬ 
ing fish to spawn and stocks to recover. 

We could also ban the most damag¬ 
ing forms of industrial trawling.

“There is a feeling that many town centre 
shops will be show windows for internet 
based shopping. We need to look at where 
Welshpool will be in the next 10 years.” 

Mr Robinson said he had heard there was 
interest in several of the town’s empty 
shops. “I have spoken to local auctioneers 
and am pleased to say that there is a quite a 
bit of interest at the moment.”

RESIDENTS on a former council housing estate have been told they 
will have to stump up £700 each if they want their road repaired. 

Bronwylfa in Llanymynech has stunning views over Shropshire, pleasant gardens, street 
lights - and a main road full of potholes. 

But Shropshire Council says that because the road is unadopted it will not cover the cost 
of resurfacing. 

People living in the 38 former council houses, and nearby homes have formed a Bron¬ 
wylfa Residents’ Association to campaign for the council to take on responsibility for the 
road. 

Spokesman David Jones said the steep 
road led from the A483 trunk road to the 
three lines of white houses set on the hill¬ 
side. 

“The first homes at Bronwylfa were part 
of the Bradford estate, built as homes for 
quarrymen and their families,” he said. 

“The council then built more houses as 
part of the development, but over the years 
people bought their homes. 

Desperate 

“The road is in an absolutely terrible 
state. It is riddled with potholes, many of 
them quite deep and the whole surface is in 
desperate need of repair. Because it is on a 
bank, the water runs down it adding to the 
erosion of the road.”

Grant delay hits 
plan to revamp 
castle grounds 

VOLUNTEERS with ambitious plans to revamp castle 
grounds near Oswestry will have to wait even longer for a 
cash injection after a funding decision was delayed. 

Members of Whittington Castle Preservation Trust want 
to spruce up the castle’s gardens to encourage more people 
to visit. Earlier this year they met representatives from 
English Heritage to discuss possible £5,000 in funding. 

They had hoped to hear whether their bid was successful 
this month but due to paperwork issues the decision will not 
be made until August. 

Andy Cawthray, from Whittington, said: “Unfortunately 
the funding has been delayed until next season which is a 
bit of a shame. Hopefully English Heritage will let us know 
in August.” 

The project for the castle grounds includes a new all- 
weather pathway, planters and an additional bridge to cre¬ 
ate a circular walk. 

There will also be the chance for people to make dona¬ 
tions towards seats which can have a dedication. 

The trust has already been in talks with a garden designer 
to discuss the project, which could cost thousands of pounds 
and take years to complete. 

Mr Cawthray added: “We are still pressing on with the 
general work. There is some clearance taking place at the 
back of the castle but there is limited funding.” 

He said the volunteers were also continuing to look for 
funding from other sources. 

“We are chasing some funding from the Local Joint Com¬ 
mittee for disabled access which should be about £2,000,” 
he said. 

A spokesman for English Heritage said: “We are process¬ 
ing the application and hopefully it can be resolved as soon 
as it can be.”

Oswestry’s Conservative 
MEP Anthea McIntyre told

Villages to gain 
in building tax 

VILLAGES across Shropshire are in line for 
cash bonanzas of tens of thousands of 
pounds thanks to new planning rules. 

Every new house built in the county is 
now subject to a Community Infrastructure 
Levy of £40 a square metre for those in the 
town and £80 a square metre in the country. 

With 90 per cent of that money - an aver¬ 
age of £8,000 per country house - going to 
the parishes it will give local councils fund¬ 
ing to spend on local projects. 

Adrian Cooper, an officer for Shropshire 
Council, told St Oswald and Llanymynech 
local joint committee that the levy had huge 
benefits for parishes. “Every property that 
is built, with the exception of affordable 
housing, is now subject to the levy,” he said. 

“With an average house of 100 square 
metres this will be a levy of about £8,000 for 
each home in rural areas. 

“That money will all be recycled with 90 
per cent going to the parish council in which 
the development sits.”

Carol, who lives in Oswestry, is no stranger to the battle of weight loss and at her heaviest 
she reached nearly 18 stone. 

“I had always been big,” she said. “I was a farmer’s daughter and was always a big girl 
but it just went from bad to worse.” 

She said it wasn’t until 1990 when she 
saw a photograph of herself that she realised 
she would have to do something. So she 
signed up to Weight Watchers and said her 
life has never been the same since. 

“My first ever class was scary, ” she recalls. 

“I didn’t know what to expect, I didn’t want 
to be there but knew I had to be. But as soon 
as I walked through the door I was made to 
feel so welcome and I went home excited and 
enthused. 

“In 18 months I had lost seven and a half 
stone.” 

Not only has she dropped the weight but 
now she has a career in helping other people 
reach their weight goals, too. 

“My life changed,” she said. “I am defi¬ 
nitely more confident and I am a bit of an 
extrovert. I am also more organised and 
teaching the classes has taught me so many 
skills. 

“In the past 20 years I have learnt cus¬ 
tomer service skills, how to talk to people 
and howto put people at ease.” 

Carol, who now has two children, was 
born in Queens Head, near Oswestry, and 
went to Middleton Road School, the 
National School - now The Walls Restau¬ 
rant, and Oswestry High School for Girls. 

She then went to Radbrook catering col¬ 
lege before working at The Golden Pheasant 
Hotel at Glyn Ceiriog. 

She then worked for eight years at More- 
ton Lodge, outside Llynclys, as an assistant

to its manager before moving to work in 
accountancy. 

After attending Weight Watchers for a 
while she was asked to become a leader and 
after training started running her own 
classes in St Martins and Gobowen. 

She said her classes are friendly and that 
some people who have reached their goal 
weights still come back just to meet up with 
the other members. 

“The one thing about Weight Watchers is 
the leaders have had to have gone through 
the weight loss experience and have had to 
have ‘got the T-shirt’, so to speak. It can’t 
be just anybody taking classes.”

Alien invader's 
very much the 
butterfly's friend 


THERE is a legend born from the 
sands of the Kalahari and the 
minds of its peoples, of a magi¬ 
cal tree said to be a foreteller of 
the unborn. 

Concoctions and infusions made 
from the bark of this tree are 
rumoured to predict the gender of a 
future child and what’s more, it is said 
to have a 100 per cent success record. 

The marula tree may be better known to 
those of us who enjoy a silky smooth, exotic 
nightcap before we head off to bed (myself 
included) in the form of the drink, 
amarula. But in its wild state amongst the 
lands of Southern Africa, the tree supports 
far more than just frazzled wage earners. 

The Marula tree is a large organism and 
like all big trees in desolate terrains, it is a 
magnet for many different animal species. 

From Ethiopia to Kwazulu-Natal in 
South Africa, they produce flowers adored 
by tree-climbing mammals, sun birds and 
a mass of insects and bear fruit prized for 
their high Vitamin C content by warthogs, 
elephants, waterbucks, giraffe and kudu to 
name but a few. 

Tribal folklore abounds with the multi¬ 
ple uses of the tree, the bark, the leaves, 
fruit, nut and kernels and it was a dietary 
mainstay in South Africa, Botswana and 
Namibia throughout ancient times. 

But why hark on about the properties of 
this leviathan of the African plains in an 
article about Shropshire’s wildlife? Well 
because the ability for a plant to sustain all 
sorts of life is not of course restricted to

tropical regions. They can be found in our 
very own back gardens and in fact there is 
one ‘wildlife magnet’ which will reside, if 
not in our aforementioned plots then just 
a stone’s throw away. The buddleia. 

Known to many children (and adults) as 
‘The Butterfly Bush’, the buddleia is cer¬ 
tainly well named. 

The nectar at the bottom of its tubular 
flowers attracts many butterflies includ¬ 
ing the superb painted lady, peacock and 
red admiral. 

But as with many flowers it is not just 
butterflies that are attracted to its blooms. 
Honey bees, bumblebees, hoverflies, 
moths (including the legendary humming¬ 
bird hawk moth) and birds such as the 
bullfinch are all suckers for the nectar and 
the seed pods. 

However the buddleia is in fact an alien, 
introduced from China in the late 19th 
Century and like so many ‘aliens’ has 
colonised this green and pleasant land to 
an extent at which it is now seen as a pest 
by many. 

Otherwise ‘weedy’ railway cuttings may 
explode with the buddleia’s scent and 
colour, but it is at the expense of the native 
species. However it is also true to say that

if more people grew a ‘butterfly bush in 
their back gardens, there may not be such 
a decline in our butterflies as we are cur¬ 
rently seeing. And if properly managed 
and controlled, this once well-loved 
species could again thrive not just in our 
wildlife gardens but in our hearts too. 

It is a curious fact that new-world bud¬ 
dleia species are dioecious, meaning they 
have a specific gender. 

The marula tree is also dioecious and the 
mysterious legend of the foretelling of the 
unborn arises from this biological fact. If a 


woman wants a son the male tree is used, 
and for a daughter, the female tree. But 
what about that 100 per cent success 
claim? 

Well, such is the trustful idiosyncrasies 
of African witchdoctors that if a child of 
the opposite gender is born than was pre¬ 
dicted, that child is said to be very special 
indeed; for it was, after all, clearly able to 
defy the spirits.

A PARACHUTE harness is not the 
first item of clothing that comes 
to mind when you think of the 
things which might be found at an 
old coal mine. 

But that is what a worker at the old 
Ifton Colliery site, near Oswestry, dis¬ 
covered there in April 1974. 

Mr William Humphries, of Castle Street, 
Oswestry, who was employed at Fullwood

and Bland’s new Ifton factory, found the 
harness while clearing out a building. 

“I have been talking to someone who 
tells me the harness was used by men 
inspecting the mineshaft. They used to be 
lowered down by a winch,” Mr Humphries 
said at the time. 

“The mineshaft is still there but is cov¬ 
ered up,” he added. 


According to the story written to accom¬ 
pany the picture, the colliery had closed 
over five years previously, and Fullwood 
and Bland started production at its factory 
on the site in 1973. 

Our second photo also takes us to Ifton 
colliery but, this time, in the final year of 
its operation. 

Taken on August 27, 1968, it shows 
training officer Mr Wilf Hampson, left, 
explaining the safety lamp to customers 


from the Butchers Arms, Weston Rhyn, 
who visited the colliery. 

It will have been among the last visits by 
members of the public to the pit, which 
closed on November 23 that year. It had 
been making big losses. 

Ten years later part of the site became a 
nature reserve, a haven for wildlife well 
used by families and dog walkers, while 
the pithead area has become a business 
park.

Chevrolet Volt proves 
to be a bright spark 


WHEN it come to producing elec¬ 
tric cars it seems everyone is get¬ 
ting in on the act and Chevrolet 
have produced a real surprise 
with the Volt. 

The Volt offers all the benefits of an electric 
car but keeps going when the power runs out by 
switching to petrol meaning there are no wor¬ 
ries about how far you can go. 

Charging points in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales remain the main stumbling block for 
electric powered alternatives but the Volt is cer¬ 
tainly worth a second look. 



I’m still unconvinced about how successful 
electricity is going to be in the motor industry 
because although there are massive savings on 
running costs, purchase levels are high and 
who knows what re-sale values will be. 


You get up to 50 miles from each charge and 
when you combine petrol with electricity you 
can expect to get an absolutely amazing 
235miles per gallon on the combined cycle and 
313mpg in urban conditions. 

You would expect poor performance from 
that type of figure but there’s a top speed of 
99mph and 0-60mph in 9 seconds. 

The main reasons for production include 
reducing C02 emissions and Chevrolet have 
got levels down to 27g/km. 

The 1400cc unit has a total range of 300 
miles and it takes four hours to re-charge at 
home or six hours via a portable charger. 

You can’t help but be impressed with the 
Volt’s ride. It’s completely silent and even when 
you switch to petrol power it’s still impressively 
quiet. 

The Volt comes with no less than eight 
airbags to help keep you safe in a crash, and the 
standard stability control should help prevent 
you having one in the first place. 

The ride is comfortable and you feel safe 
behind the wheel with plenty of grip on corners, 
though there is some body lean when you ask 
for that little bit extra. 

Inside there’s a lot of plastic but I really like 
the funky design chosen by Chevrolet to set the 
Volt aside from other models in the electric 
power game. 

Four individual seats mean everyone sits in

armchair comfort and there’s leg room to 
share. There’s a huge amount of boot space,310 
litres to be precise, though the sloping back 
means rear vision is very poor. 

The model comes with black leather bucket 
seats, heated in the front, with ceramic inserts, 
remote keyless ignition, a seven inch high 
touch screen display and 17” alloys. 

There’s air conditioning, cruise control, 
Bluetooth, LED foglamps and interior lighting 
though sat-nav does not come as standard and 
will cost you an extra £1,745. 

Congestion 

The stumbling block is cost. The Volt is avail¬ 
able from just a fiver under £30,000 which 
takes it out of reach for many and when you 
consider re-sale values are still unknown there 
is an element of risk. 

The Volt qualifies for the government’s Plug- 
In Car Grant worth up to £5,000, while it is 
exempt from the daily congestion charge in 
London. 

The Volt hasn’t just gone down well with 
early buyers, it has also captured some major 
industry awards. In addition to more than 30 
engineering, technology and environmental 
awards already bestowed upon it, the Volt has 
recently been crowned European Car of the 
Year 2012. Other key accolades include: 2011 
Green Car of the Year, 2011 North American 
Car of the Year and 2011 World Green Car.

International Van of the Year - the Nissan Combi is spacious, but basic 


The first thing to get in to per¬ 
spective is to accept that the Nis¬ 
san Combi is a van, admittedly it 
is a very good van, it won the 
International Van of the Year 
award in 2010 but let us not make 
the mistake of thinking that this 
is a people carrier. 

No, it is a van that has had windows put 
in and it now can accommodate five or 
seven seats. 

It is aimed, I would suggest at companies or 
organisations who need to move people, per¬ 
haps police or ambulance or taxi firms who 
need to move their staff to various locations. It 
is however an appealing vehicle. 



There is plenty of space available between 
the seats and unlike certain other people car¬ 
rier type overgrown saloons it has ample head, 
shoulder, knee and legroom. It has few frills, 
because after all this is a van, but those of you 
who are familiar with vans will suddenly appre¬ 
ciate that they have moved on in leaps and 
bounds and its driving dynamics are more car¬ 
like than what you would consider to be a van. 

The ease of access to the vehicle is superb. 
With two huge side sliding doors access was 
never a problem and on my particular deriva¬ 
tive Nissan had fitted a top hinged tailgate 
which is available as an extra - your own per¬ 
sonal gazebo. 


All the models in the range are powered by 
the wonderful Renault 1.5-DCi diesel; it pro¬ 
duces a meager 85 bhp but has excellent torque 
at low revs. This low power output however 
does not detract from the driving of the vehicle 
and what it does give you is stunning fuel econ¬ 
omy. Whilst Nissan claim 53 mpg on the com¬ 
bined I achieved 47.6 mpg according to the 
computer. The CO emissions are low at 139 and 
this makes for an economical vehicle to both 
own and to drive. 

The Combi is available with a choice of five 
or seven seats and with the middle row of seats 
folded huge of amounts of space could be 
utilised, therefore making the vehicle dual pur¬ 
pose for those moving people and load capacity 
and also if you are in the lifestyle market place 
whereby you are hiking, skiing, fishing then 
this would be a vehicle to move all your equip¬ 
ment. 

Air bags 

The Combi has incorporated certain car fea¬ 
tures, remote central locking is a useful feature 
and privacy glass also helps to keep out those 
prying eyes. 

Safety features do not abound so do not 
expect a plethora of air bags. There are just two 
fitted for front passenger and driver and that is 
your limit. For those people who are used to the 
luxury and refinement of extra fittings of a typ¬ 
ical car type of people mover the Combi may not 
tick all of the boxes. 

The range has three trim levels badged as S, 
SE and SE plus and prices start at £13,200 
excluding VAT and purchasers of this vehicle 
will have to realise that it is primarily a com¬ 
mercial vehicle for possible commercial use 
hence the price without VAT. 

The SE middle grade which was my deriva¬ 
tive starts from £14,300 excluding VAT and this 
was with alloy wheels and body coloured 


bumpers, it also included air conditioning and 
a reverse camera which took me some doing to 
find where the display was, until I realised the 
fuel gauge and the on-board computer system 
change to the reverse camera mode. 

One strange anomaly when you look at the 
vehicle side on it seemed as if someone had 
stolen and put the wrong wheels on, little 15” 
wheels seemed totally out of place and left acres 
of wheel arch but this was purely an aesthetic 
situation. 

The centre row of the seats have increased 
versatility and the entire seat assembly folds 
and then moves forward, creating extra space, 
the twin rear seats fold individually and are 
stored against the side of the vehicle and this 


adds to the extra usefulness of this vehicle. 
They don’t have to be taken out, they can be 
stored out of the way, with all of the seats in 
place there is still sufficient room to get two 
large suitcases behind the seats when the vehi¬ 
cle is configured as a seven seater. 

If the two rear seats are dropped then five 
large suitcases can be incorporated and if you 
move these seats out of the way and all the pas¬ 
senger seats are then folded out of the way you 
can get three mountain bikes inside the vehicle. 

My SE 7-seater had an on the road price of 
£18,813 and it came with a warranty package 
that includes a three-year, 100,000 miles war¬ 
ranty and a 12-month service interval.

Renault have never been afraid 
to push boundaries and the first 
generation Twingo certainly did 
just that with a cheeky fun pack¬ 
age that offered great value and 
space in a small town car. 

Judging by the number I saw in France this 
had certainly hit the mark and I do see a small 
number of the original model in left hand drive. 
The new generation Twingo certainly looks dif¬ 
ferent from its competitors with an almost 
cheeky presence. 

I am not sure about the new front end though 
as the old one was for me even more radical 
than this version. The colour of the test car was 
Bermuda Blue which if you have never seen 



this before will be imprinted on your mind for 
a very long time. Such is the unusual not to 
mention bright nature of the paintwork you 
will never lose your car again in a car park. I 
know, I parked in Manchester airport and could 
see the car almost as soon as I entered the car 
park on the courtesy bus! If you don’t want to 
stand out I would certainly give this colour a 
wide berth. 

Interior wise the separate pods for the speedo 
in the centre of the dash and the rev counter in 
a pod of its own above the steering wheel just 
adds to the quirkiness of the car. I loved it and

from a practical perspective did prove very easy 
to read all of the information. The seats are 
pretty comfortable too for what is a town car and 
on a long motorway journey I was expecting to 
suffer but this did not materialise. Talking of 
comfort, in many town cars when on the motor¬ 
way buffeting can be quite a problem in windy 
conditions. Well the day I drove to Manchester it 
must have been one of the worst times to go with 
torrential rain and high winds. The Twingo was 
effortless to drive and suffered no stability prob¬ 
lems which does make it a practical as a tourer. 

Another foible of town cars that constantly 
annoys are the pathetically underpowered 
engines they often seem to come with which 
requires you to have the dexterity of Michael 
Flatley’s feet out of Riverdance in order to 
maintain any semblance of forward motion. 
The 1.2 16 valve petrol engine is a gem and 
revs willingly so there is no need to indulge 
in gear changing every ten seconds. That 
said on long hills a change down does help 
but did not detract from driving. 

The Twingo has a surprising amount 
of leg room and feels much bigger than 
its diminutive size would have you i 
believe. The boot is fairly small but I 
will accommodate two overnight bags ^ 
with ease and there is always the 
option to lower the rear seat which 
does give a pretty big space so going 
on holiday would not present any 
problems. Parking is a doddle with 
great visibility and few blind spots. 

Overall I liked the driving experience 
in the Twingo, with a perky engine that 
delivered 55mpg a comfortable ride and the 
ability to double up as a motorway cruiser from 
its excellent town car characteristics means 
that you don’t have too much of a compromise 
for a general day to day car.

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Pool are 
ready to 
step up 
challenge 

WELSHPOOL will aim 
to get their season back 
on a roll this weekend 
when they host strug¬ 
gling Forton in the 
Shropshire County 
League division one, 
writes MATT VINEY.

Garden planting is a 
boost for butterflies 


As the UK’s butterfly population continues to dwindle, HANNAH 
STEPHENSON talks to Dr Martin Warren of Butterfly Conservation about 
the crisis and finds out ways to help them survive. 



Buddleia flowers are a favourite of butterflies. A red admiral, a familiar sight in our gardens. 


BUTTERFLIES have long been 
among the prettiest visitors to the 
British garden, feeding on bud¬ 
dleia and other nectar-rich plants, 
providing movement, colour and 
interest for all, as well as being 
beneficial pollinators. 

But the terrible summers of the last two 
years and the cold, wet weather in late spring 
and early summer have all contributed to a 
reduction in numbers, according to the char¬ 
ity Butterfly Conservation, the world’s 
largest research institute for butterflies and 
moths. 

“This spring could have been catastrophic 
for butterflies, because it means we will have 
had three really bad breeding seasons in a 
row,” says Dr Martin Warren, the charity’s 
chief executive. 


“We have evidence that even common but¬ 
terflies such as the small tortoiseshell are get¬ 
ting much rarer. Almost three-quarters of UK 
butterfly species have decreased in population 
during the last decade. Last year we saw a 
quarter less butterflies than in the previous 
year.” 

The weather in recent years has just exac¬ 
erbated the situation, Warren said. “In 2010 
and 2011 we had a really bad July and August, 
as butterflies struggled to feed, fly and find a 
mate in the chilly conditions. The cold, wet 
weather in summer reduces their chances of 
survival.” 

The charity is urging people take part in 
this year’s Big Butterfly Count, from July 14 
to August 5, in which people record their 
sightings to provide the vital data which helps 
to determine how best to conserve the UK’s 
butterflies. 

To enter, just find a sunny place and spend 


15 minutes counting every butterfly seen and 
then submit sightings online at www.bigbut 
terflycount.org 

But it is also hoping that gardeners can help 
boost populations by encouraging a small 
patch of their garden to grow wild, so provid¬ 
ing a vital haven for threatened species. 

“Habitats where butterflies breed are 
becoming much smaller, as people have gone 
for formal gardens and more pesticide use. 
Butterflies tend to breed in long grasses and 
wildflower meadows, but much of that habitat 
has been lost.” 

Leaving a patch of your garden wild doesn’t 
mean it will just be a mess, he says. Seeding it 
with herbs such as oregano, thyme and mar¬ 
joram will not only provide rich nectar sources 
for butterflies, but will also be useful in the 
kitchen. Buddleia has long been seen as the 
key species to attract colourful red admirals, 
peacocks and small tortoiseshells. But less 


showy plants such as clover, ivy and daisies 
provide caterpillars and butterflies with 
much-needed food and shelter. 

Steer clear of ‘double flowers’ as they tend 
to produce much less nectar than single-flow¬ 
ered varieties. FI hybrid plants also usually 
produce very little pollen. Spare a few bram¬ 
bles and nettles from the chop and plant some 
wildflowers and you will be providing your 
garden butterflies with a source of food and 
shelter. Verbenas are good nectar plants, espe¬ 
cially Verbena bonariensis, a very popular 
border perennial from South America. 

Michaelmas daisies, including asters, 
lavender, the ice plant (Sedum spectabile), 
scabious and honesty, are all butterfly mag¬ 
nets. This year’s garden shows so far have 
shown a move towards more natural planting 
with native species. 

• The Big Butterfly Count runs from July 14 
to August 5.

More protection 
in fight against 
cowboy builders 

THE Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors has welcomed 
the new government measures designed to protect the pub¬ 
lic from incompetent cowboy builders. 

Tradesmen who operate self-check schemes, which allow 
them to assess their own work, will need to be accredited to 
an international quality standard in order to operate, the 
Department for Communities and Local Government has 
said. Under the system there are also 18 independent organ¬ 
isations that will now conduct unannounced spot-checks, 
rather than intermittent prearranged inspections, to make 
the scheme more rigorous. 

To coincide with this announcement, RICS is warning 
homeowners thinking about making home improvements, 
of the problems that can arise from choosing a building con¬ 
tractor based on price alone. 

Every year the Office of Fair Trading receives thousands 
of complaints relating to cowboy builders and their poor 
workmanship, including use of inappropriate materials, not 
to mention significantly higher than originally agreed costs. 

These complaints usually result in the homeowner hav¬ 
ing to pay out even more for corrective work and legal pro¬ 
ceedings if they wish to pursue a dispute with the builder. 

To reduce the risk of getting into a legal dispute with a 
contractor, RICS strongly advises using a qualified practi¬ 
tioner who is a member of a recognised trade association or 
professional body as this means that they are likely to 
adhere to required codes of practice. 

RICS recommends using the site www.findabuilder.co.uk 
to locate a suitable professional contractor.

Rating: 7/10 


IT was the writer George Orwell 
who coined the phrase ‘some are 
more equal than others’. He was, 
of course, talking about pigs in 
his allegorical novella Animal 
Farm. However, he might just as 
well have been talking about 
Shropshire pubs. 

While headlines come thick and fast about 
the decline in local pubs, others are bucking 
the trend by providing fine food, great beer 
and oodles of bonhomie on a daily basis. 

The Three Pigeons, at Nesscliffe, is a pub 
that is forging ahead. I’ve visited on a number 
of occasions and it’s always been busy. 
Whether visits have been on Sundays, mid¬ 
week evenings or more popular times like Fri¬ 
day and Saturday nights, it’s always been 
packed with customers. 

My latest visit came with a friend on a Fri¬ 
day night. Being fully aware of the pub’s pop¬ 
ularity, we went there early so as to avoid the 
crowds. 

Arriving at 7pm, however, did not help us 
beat the rush. By the time we’d stepped over 


the threshold, a smokers’ area to the rear of 
the premises was full, the bar was in full song 
with dozens of drinkers chatting about the 
week just gone and the dining area full of peo¬ 
ple who were already halfway through their 
supper. 

If there were awards for Shropshire’s most 
popular pub, The Three Pigeons would be 
pretty near the top of the list. 

Favourites 

We were shown through to the larger of the 
two dining areas by one of The Three Pigeons’ 
hard-working waitresses, who also presented 
us with a menu. 

The choice comprised numerous pub clas¬ 
sics, including steaks, fish with mushy peas, 
sausage and mash, fajitas, local pork and 
duck, among others. The pub’s chef was 
clearly not trying to reinvent the wheel; his 
regulars obviously had a number of favourites 
and he gave them what they liked. 

My partner and I perused the menu for a 
short time before giving our order: a feast of 
garlic bread with sun blushed tomatoes, red 
onion and grilled cheese. It was a calorific 
start to our weekend and, having both faced 


busy days at our respective offices, it gave us 
just the boost we needed. 

My friend opted for a fresh seared tuna 
steak for her main, which sat on top of a bed 
of salsa and fresh rocket and was drizzled with 
balsamic vinegar. 

I opted for the spicy tiger prawn linguine, 
which comprised shelled tiger prawns with 
sauteed peppers, chilli, red onion and garlic. It 
had been tossed in fresh spinach and linguine 
pasta. My friend’s tuna was slightly over¬ 
cooked, so that it had lost the pink middle that 
good tuna steaks ought to have. It was also a 
little over-seasoned, with too much pepper. 
My linguine was reasonably fiery and, unlike 
the tuna, the prawns had been cooked with 
great skill. They were translucently brilliant, 
having been cooked to the second. 

But the chips. Oh the chips. There’s a run¬ 
ning office joke at Ticket Towers that chips 
are ‘always cooked to perfection’ - as though 
chefs deserve a medal for popping a sliced 
Maris Piper into the deep fat fryer and then 
standing idly by for 12 minutes until they turn 
brown. 

The chips at the Three Pigeons, however, 
were just that: perfect. 


The edges had been bashed a little, so that 
they turned crispy and golden brown. The 
insides were fluffy and white, so that when we 
bit into them a puff of steam escaped. Along 
their length, they were a yellowy g;old colour. 
Crisp on the outside, soft on the inside and 
piping hot: delicious. 

Our appetites had been sated by generous 
portions but we ordered desserts without a 
second thought. 

My friend opted for an Eton mess, which 
was fairly unimpressive, truth be told. It had¬ 
n’t been constructed with much skill or atten¬ 
tion, although it tasted perfectly fine with the 
unseasonal redcurrants giving it a deliciously 
sharp edge. My apple tart also lacked any wow 
factor. The pastry was underwhelming, 
though it was flavoursome all the same. 

The service throughout had been briskly 
efficient. Our bill, at £40 for two, was pretty 
good value. The Three Pigeons won’t win any 
awards for being the region’s finest gastro 
pub. It does, however, pack a flavoursome 
punch. 

With so much going for it, little wonder it’s 
one of the county’s most popular.

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Bingo! Renault hit jackpot 
with their cheeky twingo 


Renault have never been afraid 
to push boundaries and the first 
generation Twingo certainly did 
just that with a cheeky fun pack¬ 
age that offered great value and 
space in a small town car. 

Judging by the number I saw in France this 
had certainly hit the mark and I do see a small 
number of the original model in left hand drive. 
The new generation Twingo certainly looks dif¬ 
ferent from its competitors with an almost 
cheeky presence. 

I am not sure about the new front end though 
as the old one was for me even more radical 
than this version. The colour of the test car was 
Bermuda Blue which if you have never seen 



this before will be imprinted on your mind for 
a very long time. Such is the unusual not to 
mention bright nature of the paintwork you 
will never lose your car again in a car park. I 
know, I parked in Manchester airport and could 
see the car almost as soon as I entered the car 
park on the courtesy bus! If you don’t want to 
stand out I would certainly give this colour a 
wide berth. 

Interior wise the separate pods for the speedo 
in the centre of the dash and the rev counter in 
a pod of its own above the steering wheel just 
adds to the quirkiness of the car. I loved it and 



from a practical perspective did prove very easy 
to read all of the information. The seats are 
pretty comfortable too for what is a town car and 
on a long motorway journey I was expecting to 
suffer but this did not materialise. Talking of 
comfort, in many town cars when on the motor¬ 
way buffeting can be quite a problem in windy 
conditions. Well the day I drove to Manchester it 
must have been one of the worst times to go with 
torrential rain and high winds. The Twingo was 
effortless to drive and suffered no stability prob¬ 
lems which does make it a practical as a tourer. 

Another foible of town cars that constantly 
annoys are the pathetically underpowered 
engines they often seem to come with which 
requires you to have the dexterity of Michael 
Flatley’s feet out of Riverdance in order to 
maintain any semblance of forward motion. 
The 1.2 16 valve petrol engine is a gem and 
revs willingly so there is no need to indulge 
in gear changing every ten seconds. That 
said on long hills a change down does help 
but did not detract from driving. 

The Twingo has a surprising amount 
of leg room and feels much bigger than 
its diminutive size would have you | 
believe. The boot is fairly small but , 
will accommodate two overnight bags 
with ease and there is always the 
option to lower the rear seat which 
does give a pretty big space so going 
on holiday would not present any 
problems. Parking is a doddle with 
great visibility and few blind spots. 

Overall I liked the driving experience 
in the Twingo, with a perky engine that 
delivered 55mpg a comfortable ride and the 
ability to double up as a motorway cruiser from 
its excellent town car characteristics means 
that you don’t have too much of a compromise 
for a general day to day car.

International Van of the Year - the Nissan Combi is spacious, but basic 


The first thing to get in to per¬ 
spective is to accept that the 
Nissan Combi is a van, admit¬ 
tedly it is a very good van, it 
won the International Van of 
the Year award in 2010 but let 
us not make the mistake of 
thinking that this is a people 
carrier. 

No, it is a van that has had windows 
put in and it now can accommodate five 
or seven seats. 

It is aimed, I would suggest at companies 
or organisations who need to move people, 
perhaps police or ambulance or taxi firms 
who need to move their staff to various loca¬ 
tions. It is however an appealing vehicle. 

There is plenty of space available between 
the seats and unlike certain other people 
carrier type overgrown saloons it has ample 
head, shoulder, knee and legroom. It has few 
frills, because after all this is a van, but 
those of you who are familiar with vans will 
suddenly appreciate that they have moved 
on in leaps and bounds and its driving 
dynamics are more car-like than what you 
would consider to be a van. 

The ease of access to the vehicle is superb. 
With two huge side sliding doors access was 



never a problem and on my particular deriv¬ 
ative Nissan had fitted a top hinged tailgate 
which is available as an extra - your own 
personal gazebo. 

All the models in the range are powered 
by the wonderful Renault 1.5-DCi diesel; it 
produces a meager 85 bhp but has excellent 
torque at low revs. This low power output 
however does not detract from the driving of 
the vehicle and what it does give you is stun¬ 
ning fuel economy. Whilst Nissan claim 53 
mpg on the combined I achieved 47.6 mpg 
according to the computer. The CO emis¬ 
sions are low at 139 and this makes for an 
economical vehicle to both own and to drive. 

Airbags 

The Combi is available with a choice of 
five or seven seats and with the middle 
row of seats folded huge of amounts of 
space could be utilised, therefore making 
the vehicle dual purpose for those moving 
people and load capacity and also if you 
are in the lifestyle market place whereby 
you are hiking, skiing, fishing then this 
would be a vehicle to move all your equip¬ 
ment. 

The Combi has incorporated certain 
car features, remote central locking is a 


useful feature and privacy glass also 
helps to keep out those prying eyes. 

Safety features do not abound so do not 
expect a plethora of air bags. There are 
just two fitted for front passenger and 
driver and that is your limit. For those 
people who are used to the luxury and 
refinement of extra fittings of a typical car 
type of people mover the Combi may not 
tick all of the boxes. 

The range has three trim levels badged 
as S, SE and SE plus and prices start at 
£13,200 excluding VAT and buyers will 
have to realise that it is primarily a com¬ 
mercial vehicle for possible commercial 
use hence the price without VAT. 

The SE middle grade which was my 
derivative starts from £14,300 excluding 
VAT and this was with alloy wheels and 
body coloured bumpers, it also included 
air conditioning and a reverse camera 
which took me some doing to find where 
the display was, until I realised the fuel 
gauge and the on-board computer system 
change to the reverse camera mode. 

One strange anomaly when you look at 
the vehicle side on it seemed as if someone 


had stolen and put the wrong wheels on, 
little 15” wheels seemed totally out of 
place and left acres of wheel arch but this 
was purely an aesthetic situation. 

The centre row of the seats have 
increased versatility and the entire seat 
assembly folds and then moves forward, 
creating extra space, the twin rear seats 
fold individually and are stored against 
the side of the vehicle and this adds to the 
extra usefulness of this vehicle. They 
don’t have to be taken out, they can be 
stored out of the way, with all of the seats 
in place there is still sufficient room to get 
two large suitcases behind the seats when 
the vehicle is configured as a seven seater. 

If the two rear seats are dropped then 
five large suitcases can be incorporated 
and if you move these seats out of the way 
and all the passenger seats are then folded 
out of the way you can get three mountain 
bikes inside the vehicle. 

My SE 7-seater had an on the road price 
of £18,813 and it came with a warranty 
package that includes a three-year, 
100,000 miles warranty and a 12-month 
service interval.

Chevrolet Volt proves 
to be a bright spark 


WHEN it come to producing elec¬ 
tric cars it seems everyone is get¬ 
ting in on the act and Chevrolet 
have produced a real surprise 
with the Volt. 

The Volt offers all the benefits of an electric 
car but keeps going when the power runs out by 
switching to petrol meaning there are no wor¬ 
ries about how far you can go. 

Charging points in Shropshire and Mid 
Wales remain the main stumbling block for 
electric powered alternatives but the Volt is cer¬ 
tainly worth a second look. 



I’m still unconvinced about how successful 
electricity is going to be in the motor industry 
because although there are massive savings on 
running costs, purchase levels are high and 
who knows what re-sale values will be. 



You get up to 50 miles from each charge and 
when you combine petrol with electricity you 
can expect to get an absolutely amazing 
235miles per gallon on the combined cycle and 
313mpg in urban conditions. 

You would expect poor performance from 
that type of figure but there’s a top speed of 
99mph and 0-60mph in 9 seconds. 

The main reasons for production include 
reducing C02 emissions and Chevrolet have 
got levels down to 27g/km. 

The 1400cc unit has a total range of 300 
miles and it takes four hours to re-charge at 
home or six hours via a portable charger. 

You can’t help but be impressed with the 
Volt’s ride. It’s completely silent and even when 
you switch to petrol power it’s still impressively 
quiet. 

The Volt comes with no less than eight 
airbags to help keep you safe in a crash, and the 
standard stability control should help prevent 
you having one in the first place. 

The ride is comfortable and you feel safe 
behind the wheel with plenty of grip on corners, 
though there is some body lean when you ask 
for that little bit extra. 

Inside there’s a lot of plastic but I really like 
the funky design chosen by Chevrolet to set the 
Volt aside from other models in the electric 
power game. 

Four individual seats mean everyone sits in 




armchair comfort and there’s leg room to 
share. There’s a huge amount of boot space,310 
litres to be precise, though the sloping back 
means rear vision is very poor. 

The model comes with black leather bucket 
seats, heated in the front, with ceramic inserts, 
remote keyless ignition, a seven inch high 
touch screen display and 17” alloys. 

There’s air conditioning, cruise control, 
Bluetooth, LED foglamps and interior lighting 
though sat-nav does not come as standard and 
will cost you an extra £1,745. 

Congestion 

The stumbling block is cost. The Volt is avail¬ 
able from just a fiver under £30,000 which 
takes it out of reach for many and when you 
consider re-sale values are still unknown there 
is an element of risk. 

The Volt qualifies for the government’s Plug- 
In Car Grant worth up to £5,000, while it is 
exempt from the daily congestion charge in 
London. 

The Volt hasn’t just gone down well with 
early buyers, it has also captured some major 
industry awards. In addition to more than 30 
engineering, technology and environmental 
awards already bestowed upon it, the Volt has 
recently been crowned European Car of the 
Year 2012. Other key accolades include: 2011 
Green Car of the Year, 2011 North American 
Car of the Year and 2011 World Green Car.

HOT on the heels of local

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Carl Griffiths hit the Town winner

Cup could lead us to another shock 


CARL GRIFFITHS once stunned Elland 
Road by inspiring Shrewsbury to a 
shock away win and Town finally have 
the chance to return to Leeds nearly 25 
years later, writes STUART DUNN. 

A trip to West Yorkshire to take on a 
Leeds side managed these days by the 
colourful Neil Warnock was just about as 
glamorous a tie Town could have 
received in the first round of the 
rebranded Capital One Cup. 

It ensures an eagerly awaited season 
which already promises so much will 
start with a bang on Saturday August 11. 

Town have not set foot inside the 
40,000 capacity all-seater Elland Road 
since the club’s final season in the 
decade they spent in the old second divi¬ 
sion. 

Ian McNeill was Town boss that day 
and a double strike from Griffiths - a 
precocious 17-year-old at the time - 
added to by a strike from veteran Scot¬ 
tish defender Doug Rougvie, sealed an 
against-all-odds 3-2 away victory just 
before Christmas in 1988. 

Griffiths showed his liking for Leeds 
once again in the Gay Meadow return on 
the final day of that 1988-89 season, once 


more netting twice in an exciting 3-3 
draw, as did Gordon Strachan for a Leeds 
side led by Howard Wilkinson. 

Since Graham Turner returned to 
Shrewsbury three summers ago, the 
club have received a string of attractive 
away ties in cup competitions. 

They have been to three current Pre¬ 
mier League clubs in Arsenal, 
Southampton and Stoke, plus Derby 
County and Middlesbrough of the Cham¬ 
pionship - and now Leeds awaits. 

While admitting he would have pre¬ 
ferred an easier looking tie at home, 
Turner insists heading to Elland Road 
promises to be another special occasion. 

Turner was boss when a Paul Petts 
hat-trick sparked a 5-1 Gay Meadow 
beating of Leeds in 1983. 

He said: “It’s a good stadium and gen¬ 
erally Leeds are very well supported. 

“The Leeds supporters are fanatical 
about their club. 

“I look through some of the first round 
draw and there’s some clubs where the 
reaction to the Capital One Cup can be 
lukewarm but I think with Leeds, the 
supporters are so committed to the club 
that I’m sure we will get a good gate 


there which will create a good atmos¬ 
phere. 

“I’m sure some of our supporters will 
enjoy going up there, many for the first 
time to see Shrewsbury play a competi¬ 
tive match there. It’s certainly one to 
look forward to and we just hope we put 
on a show and maybe cause an upset.” 

The tie will allow Turner to renew 
acquaintances with Leeds boss Warnock, 
the Elland Road chief recalling how 
Turner was in the opposite dug out as 
Wolves manager the very first time he 
managed a team in the Football League 
having led Scarborough into the elite 92. 

Reunion 

The Town chief said: “I’ve known Neil 
for a long time, going back to when he 
was at Burton and Scarborough. 

“Neil’s done exceptionally well over 
the years at different clubs and the one 
thing we know about his teams are they 
will be organised and very competitive.” 

Town enjoyed an exciting run to the 
third round of the League Cup last sea¬ 
son with their adventure finally ended 
by Arsenal in front of a crowd of more 
than 46,000 at the Emirates Stadium. 


And, while Turner acknowledges 
Leeds will provide tough opposition, he 
has fresh experience of beating them at 
Elland Road. 

He was boss of Hereford when they 
won 1-0 there in the FA Cup in 2007 
courtesy of a goal from Lionel 
Ainsworth, the winger he released from 
Town at the end of last season. 

Turner added: “We recollect we had a 
great time last year with beating Derby 
and Swansea and putting on a good show 
against Arsenal at the Emirates so we 
want to progress as far as we can. 

“Leeds will obviously be a very tough 
encounter but I’ve got some good memo¬ 
ries of Leeds. When we went there with 
Hereford in the FA Cup we beat them. 

“At the stage of proceedings we will be 
playing them, the week before the league 
programme starts, sides are still feeling 
for their best team. 

“Players are also still looking for a bit 
of sharpness and match fitness. 

“I think we are quite capable of going 
up there and putting on a show and, if we 
do, you never know me might just get 
that little bit of luck which means we can 
be in the hat for the second round.” 


Turner is delighted to be sent to 
Coventry (and rest of League One) 


“YOU can’t really get a bigger test than Sheffield United at Bramall 
Lane.” 

So said Graham Turner after learning Shrewsbury Town will kick off life back in 
League One with an eye catching trip to South Yorkshire. 

Coming a week after Town will open the new campaign with a Capital One Cup first 
round trip to Leeds United, the good times are most certainly back for Town and their 
expectant band of supporters. 

This year’s release of the fixtures for the coming season generated more enthusiasm

Leach ready to make Pears challenge 


WORCESTERSHIRE captain Daryl 
Mitchell has urged Shrewsbury all- 
rounder Joe Leach to keep impressing as 
he pushes for a career in first class cricket 
with the Pears, writes STUART DUNN. 

Leach has been a regular in the New 
Road club’s second team for the last two 
seasons but is still waiting for a chance to 
shine on the first team stage. 

A key man for Shrewsbury with bat 
and ball, Leach, 21, has helped the Lon¬ 
don Roaders win both the Birmingham 
League and National KO in recent years. 

He made his first class debut for 
Leeds/Bradford University against Sur¬ 
rey at The Oval earlier this season and 
then played a starring role as they beat 
Sussex in Leeds. 


Leach gave Mitchell, the first team 
skipper at New Road, a timely reminder 
of his capabilities by bowling him out in 
last week’s Twenty20 challenge match 
between Shropshire and the Pears at 
Shrewsbury’s London Road ground. 

And now the challenge for Leach is to 
force his way into the Worcestershire 
side. 

Mitchell said: “Joe’s spent a lot of time 
at university so we haven’t seen too much 
of him over the winter and the early part 
of the season, but he’s near enough fin¬ 
ished now so he’ll be back. 

“Every year is an important one, espe¬ 
cially for the young guys. 

“You have to try and force your way 
into the side and do it on the pitch, per¬ 


form well and get runs and wickets. 

“I’m sure Joe will be looking to do that 
in the second team and try and push for a 
full contract and get himself somewhere 
near games in the first team.” 

Meanwhile, both Mitchell and Worces¬ 
tershire’s Australian Test star Phil 
Hughes have hailed the contribution of 
the New Road club’s Shrewsbury-born 
Jack Shantry. 

The former Priory School pupil has 
become a key figure in the Pears’ bowling 
attack and led the way once again with a 
four-wicket haul in last weekend’s open¬ 
ing Twenty20 win over Gloucestershire. 

“His bowling is outstanding,” said 
Hughes. “He’s been bowling beautifully 
and has taken a hell of a lot of wickets in 


the weeks I’ve been here. He’s a great guy 
and I get on really well with him.” 

Mitchell also saluted the efforts of for¬ 
mer Shrewsbury man Shantry. 

“He’s done incredibly well,” added the 
captain. “Jack’s someone who knows his 
game inside out with the ball and just 
does the basics extremely well. 

“He hits the top of off stump and 
makes life extremely difficult for the bat¬ 
ters and sticks to that game plan. 

“He works incredibly hard at his game 
which he has to. I think he’ll be the first 
to admit that but he does and it pays off 
for him. 

“He’s been our best bowler in one day 
cricket for at least two, maybe even three, 
years.” 


TOWN DO A DEAL 
FOR SAINT D0BLE 


SHREWSBURY Town new boy Ryan Doble admits he’s 
keen to kickstart his career after moving north from 
Southampton. 

Manager Graham Turner wasted no time to bolster his striking options after losing last 
season’s top scorer James Collins to Swindon, with Wales under-21 international Doble 
completing his switch to the Greenhous Meadow yesterday. 

Doble was attached to Premier League newcomers Saints for 10 years and made one first 
team appearance when he started the south coast club’s FA Cup third round victory at 


Coventry last season. 

Doble will know what to 
expect of League One having 
had loan spells in the divi¬ 
sion with both Bourne¬ 
mouth and Bury last season 
while he previously spent 
time on loan at Stockport 
and Oxford in League Two. 

“I’m at a stage now where 
I need to play games consec¬ 
utively and I feel ready for 
it,” said Doble, an interna¬ 
tional team-mate of Town 
forward Tom Bradshaw. 
“I’m itching to get going. 

“I like to play just off a 
striker and like to get on the 
ball a lot. Hopefully I can get 
a few important goals. I like 
to try and make things hap¬ 
pen. 

“I’ve been at Southamp¬ 
ton since I was 11 so I was 
there 10 years and enjoyed 
my time but I’m happy to 
move on. I hope to push for a 
first team place and play reg¬ 
ularly.” 

Turner is now chasing 
more new signings and 
remains hot on the trail of 
several other quality players 
he believes can successfully 
replace the growing list of 
departing Town favourites. 

Collins became the latest 
Town man to move on when 
he rejected what Shrews¬ 
bury described as a “very 
much improved” new con¬ 
tract to join Paolo Di Canio’s 
Swindon. 

But Turner, having now

made four summer addi¬ 
tions, insists there are a host 
of good players still available 
and seeking new challenges. 

“There’s a lot of work 
being done,” said Turner. “A 
lot of players are still out 
there thinking things over. 

“I always say to them the 
hardest thing in life is to 
make the big decisions. 
Some delay it as long as pos¬ 
sible before finally deciding. 

“We feel we’re in with a 
shout with one or two play¬ 
ers that will improve the 
team, will improve the 
squad, and we’re just wait¬ 
ing for answers from them.” 

Town continue to be 
linked with a number of pos¬ 
sible transfer targets, with 
reports in Gloucestershire 
suggesting they are pursu¬ 
ing Cheltenham midfielder 
Luke Summerfield, 24, who 
had a short trial at the 
Meadow last summer. 

Meanwhile, Collins, the 
striker whose goals proved 
key in helping to rocket 
Shrewsbury to promotion, 
has been backed to keep on 
improving by his new man¬ 
ager Di Canio after agreeing 
a two-year deal at League 
Two champions Swindon. 

Di Canio said: “He will 
improve. The fact I was a 
striker means I can help and 
that was good enough for 


him to join us. He is a tal¬ 
ented player. He is a passion¬ 
ate guy and he wanted to join 
us.” 

Collins scored 24 goals in 
57 league and cup starts for 
Town after arriving from 
Aston Villa in January 2011, 
with his all round game 
improving considerably 
under the guidance of 
Turner and Town’s coaching 
staff. 

He was top scorer last sea¬ 
son, finding the net 16 times, 
including a memorable goal 
at Arsenal in the Carling 
Cup while he also headed the 
winner against Dagenham 
in the final home game of the 
season to seal promotion. 

Town will be entitled to a 
compensation fee as he is 
aged under 24. 

Writing in his Twitter 
account, Collins wished 
Town well for next season 
and said: “It was a tough 
choice on my future but I felt 
Swindon was the right move 
for me.” 

Another of last season's 
successful Town squad has 
also landed a new club with 
winger Lionel Ainsworth, 
released by Turner last 
month, joining his former 
Shrewsbury skipper Ian 
Sharps at League Two 
Rotherham United.
